a pannd, and it weighs abont nnelmumil
to the rod. 1 used in this fence butl
three wires and one sttip of bosrd, three
inches wide, but would nse four wires if
I have another lot
fenoed il lisa misesaul the strip of
board, which. turns calves and sheep,
Fence boards now cost me 1 cont a (oot
runping measure, for t-inch wide, or
£20 per thonsand feet, 80 you see that
five wires cost less than one board, This
in not all the saving, however, for one
post every thirty-two feet is all that s
nocdedgfor a wire fence, while & good
board fence requires a post every eig
feet. Then thecost of building the
board feuce is four times that of build-
ing wighowire

With The end posts well braced taere
is very litile trouble in keeping the wires
of the right tonsion. After the wires are
strotehod and stapled to the posts, we
drive u stuke in the centre, between the
posts and ntJlIlTl! the wires to it.
